Copy of the Readcliffe Document, Published in England 

1. ' Every hundred years, \*c the Sages^of Israel, have been accustomed 
to meet in Sanhedrin in order to examine our progress towards the 
domination of the world which Jehovah has promised us, and con¬ 
quests over the enemy — CHRISTIANITY, 

2. This year, united over the tomb of our Reverend Simeon-ben-Ihuda, 
wi? can slate with pride that the past century has brought us very near 
our. goal, and that goal will very soon be attained. 

3. Goid always has been and always will be the irresistable power. 
Handled by expert hands it will always be the most useful lever for 
those who possess it, and the object of envy of those who do not. 
With gold you can buy the itjost rebellious consciences; can fix the 
rate of all values; can subsidize all State loans, and thereafter hold 
the states at our mercy. 

4. Already the principle banks and exchanges of the entire world, the 
credits of all governments are in our hands. 

5. The other great power is the press. By repeating, without cessa¬ 
tion, certain ideas — the press succeeds in the end of having them 
accepted as actualities. The Theatre also renders as analogous serv¬ 
ices. Everywhere the Press and Theatre obey our orders. 

6. By ceaseless praise of Democratic Rule we shall divide the Chris¬ 
tians into political parties; we shall destroy the unity of their Na¬ 
tions; we shall sow discord everywhere. Reduced to impotence, they 
will bow before the LAW OF OUR BANK — always united; always 
devoted to our cause. 

7. We shall force the Christians into wars by exploiting their pride and 
their stupidity. They will massacre each other and dear the ground 
for us to put out our own people into. 

8. The possession of the land has always brought influence and power. 
In the name of social justice and equality we shall parcel out the 
great estates; we shall give the fragments to the peasants who 
covet them with all their power and who will soon be in debt to 
us by the expense of cultivating them. Our capital will make us 

their masters. We in turn shall become the great proprietors, and 
the possession of the land will assure the power to us. 

9. Let us trv to replace the circulation of Gold with paper money; our 
chests will absorb the gold, and we shall regulate the value of the 
paoer which will make us masters of all positions. 

10. We can count amorur us plenty of orators capable of feigning en¬ 
thusiasm of persuading mobs. We shall spread them among the 
people to announce changes which should secure the happiness of 
the human race. Bv cold and flattery we shall gain the proletariat 
which will change itself with annihilating Christian Capitalism. We 
shall promise the workmen salaries of which they never dared to 
dream, but we shall also raise the prices of necessities so that our 
Profit* will be greater a till. 

11. In the manner we shall prepare Revolution which the Chrittian* will 
make themielve*, and of which we shall reap the fruit, 

12. Bv our mockeries and our attacks upon them we shall make their 
priests ridiculous then odious, and their religions as ridiculous and as 
odious as their clergy. Then we shall be masters of their aouV For 
pious attachment to our own religion, to our own worship, will 
prove the superiority of our religion, and the superiority of our 
religion, and the superiority of o-u.r souls. 

13. We have always established our own men in important positions. 
We must endeavor to provide the Gentiles with lawyers and doctors. 
Lawyers are accoutrements with all interests; doctors once in the 
house, become confessors and director? of conscience. 

14. But, above all. let us monopolize Education. Bv this means we 
spread ideas that are useful to us. and shape the children’s brains as 
suits us. 

15. If one of our people shall unhanpilv fall ihto the hands of justice 
among Christians, wc must rush to helo him; find as many witnesses 
as he needs to save him from the Judges, until we become Judges 
ourselves. 

Id. The Monarchs of the Christian world, swollen with ambition and 
vanitv, surround themselves with luxury and with many armies. We 
shall furnish them with all the money their folly demands, and to keep 
in leash. 

17. Let us take care not to hinder the marriage of our men with Chris¬ 
tian girls, for through them wc shall get our feet into the most 
closely locked doors and circles. If our daughters marry Gentiles 
they will be no less useful — for the children of Jewish mothers arc 
our*. Let us foster the free love idea, that we may destroy among 
Christian women attachment to the principles and practices of their 
religion, 

18, For ages past the sons of Israel, despised and persecuted, have been 
working to open for u& a path to power. They are hitting the mark. 
They control the economic forces of the accursed Christians; their 
influence preponderates over politics and over manners. 

At the wished-for-hour, fixed in advance, wc shall let loose the Revolu¬ 
tion, which by ruining all classes of Christianity will definitely enslave the 

Christians to us. Thus will be acomplisbcd the promise of God made to 

his people.”_ ___ 


The above is an exact cony of the funeral oration bv Rabbi Reichorn 
at the tomb of Grand Rabbi Simeon-ben-Ihuda, in 1869. and as tran¬ 
scribed by the Englishman Readcliffe who had listened to the speech 
while a guest at the services. As a result of publication Readcliffe was 
killed and a man named Sonol, who had invited him to the services, was 
killed in a duel over this matter, . 1ITS . , . 

This is very similar to the famous epistle from the Prince ot Jews 
issued in 1489 published in the Rothschilds’ papers for Jewish consump¬ 
tion and guidance.

While this matter has had general circulation in France and Eng¬ 
land it has been kept away from the people in America for the apparent 
purpose of withholding truth as in other similar bonc-fida instances.

RESOLUTIONS 

( 1 ) 

INDICTMENT BY NATIONAL PATRICK HENRY ORGANIZATION, INC. 
OF HARRY S. TRUMAN, PRESIDENT 

We hereby indict Harry S. Truman for Treason and other High Crimes ami 
Misdemeanors requiring his removal from office as President of the United States, 
in accordance with Section 4, Article IJ, of the U, S. Constitution. 

(a) He has flagrantly and frequently violated his oath of office to faithfully 
execute the Office of President of the United States, and to preserve, protect, and 
defend the Constitution of the United States to the best of his ability. (Article II, 
Section 7, ’U« S. Constitution). 

(b) He has urged the Congress to enact legislation which would completely 
subvert the Constitution, destroy the states and individual liberty and private 
enterprise, abolish local self-government, confiscate private property, and arbitrar¬ 
ily fix the social, civic, religious, business, labor, and employer status of all races, 
colors, and by creeds by force and violence and gestapo methods comparable to 
those of the notorious 0. G. P. U. of Communist Russia. 

(c) He has urged the lawless and unconstitutional appropriation of many 
billions of dollars for a period of many years to foreign countries, groups, and 
political cliques* 

(d) He has committed acts of war against foreign nations without a declaration 
of war by Congress against said nations, in violation of Section 8, Paragraph!!, 
Article I of the U. S. Constitution. 

(e) He has kept the country in a State of War for several years since the 
conclusion of World War II and continues to insist that Congress re-establish 
rationing and other iniquitous controls which were in force during the actual war. 

(!) Under the false pretext of opposing communism, he has been committing 
overt acts against Russia and squandering billions of dollars of the taxpayers money 
intbis manner, while maintaining on the payroll of the executive department many 
notorious communists and traitors of this country and allowing thousands of others 
in this country to proceed without hindrance in their vowed purpose to destroy our 
Constitutional form of government and set up a Soviet despotism of the Russian 
type and under complete domination of that country, an enemy of our country. 

(g) During his entire occupancy of the Presidency, he has kept our country 
in a rigid police state in utter defiance of the Constitution.

• WHEREAS,‘the two leading American political parties as now constituted do 
lot stand for*the Constitution or the Principles of the Declaration of v Independence. 

WHEREAS, the Democratic Party under the leadership of Franklin Roosevelt 
md Harry Truman, has become 1 the New Deal Communistic party, and the exponent 
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of permanent conscription ami continuous world war. 

WHEREAS, the Republican Party is a sectional and Anti-Southern Party 
and has now become foreign and New Deal in its outlook and programs and “Me 
Too" for the so-called Democratic Party. 

WREREAS, both parties have become thoroughly un-American, corrupt and 
utterly faithless to the Constitution and the Principles of the Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence. 

WHEREAS,, the 14th and 15th Amendments to the United States Constitution 
were obtained by force, duress, violence, and other un-Constitutional methods under 
the radical leadership of the notorious traitor, Thaddeus Stevens, during the 
Black Reconstruction Days, for the purpose of insulting and wreaking vengeance 
upon the Southern States for their magnificent fight to preserve our Constitutional 
Republic as conceived and established by its founders.

8. I am for the full development of Georgia’s industrial potential, her natural resources, her port facili¬ 
ties—and of course, good roads, and the elimination of waste and incompetence, all down the line 

9. I am staunchly committed to a defense of States’ Sovereign Rights, our traditions, and all our in¬ 
stitutions ; 

10. I am for tax reforms—TO REDUCE property and income (or corporation) taxes—in accordance 
with the "justice for all” guarantee of our constitution, for a greater Georgia, toward a greater Am¬ 
erica, First, last, and ALWAYS.

I. THE CHARACTER OF THE 
ORGANIZATION 

And here it is necessary to repeat brief¬ 
ly some things with which you are already 
familiar.. 

3. THIS IS A WHITE MAN’S OR¬ 
GANIZATION, exalting the Caucasian 
Race and teaching the doctrine of White 
Supremacy. This does not mean that we 
are enemies of the colored and mongrel 
races. But it does mean that we are organ¬ 
ized to establish the solidarity and to 
realize the mission of the White Race. All 
of Christian Civilization depends upon the 
preservation and upbuilding of the White 
Race, and it is the mission of the Ku Klux 
Klan to proclaim this doctrine until the 
White Race shall come into its own. 

2. THIS IS A GENTILE ORGANIZA¬ 
TION, and as such has as its mission the 
interpretation of the highest ideals of the 
White, Gentile peoples. We sing no hymns 
of hate against the Jew. He is interested 
in his own things and we are exercising 
the same privilege of banding our own 
kind together in order that we may realize 
the highest and best possible for ourselves. 

3. IT IS AN AMERICAN ORGANIZA¬

They come to this coun¬ 
try, not that they may contribute in any 
way to its growth and development, but 
that they may find opportunity to advance 
themselves and to serve their own inter¬ 
ests. They are here to serve the interests 
of the land from which they came, regard¬ 
less of the interests of this land in which 
they make their homes and seek their for- 
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tunes. They come to obey the mandates 
of governments of which they are still the 
subjects, even to the extent of endeavor¬ 
ing to break down the government under 
which they find protection while seeking 
their nefarious ends. In their hearts there 
is the tie that still binds them to the home¬ 
land; to them it is still the Fatherland. 
Their sympathies are still there; their 
thoughts have been shaped by the currents 
in the old country. They do not easily re¬ 
adjust themselves. Thus we find the 
groups: Irish-Americans, German-Ameri- 
cans, and all kinds of hyphenated Ameri¬ 
cans. What pleasure would they find or 
what service could they render in this 
organization which is distinctively an 
American-American organization? We 
have organized to engender a real spirit 
of true Americanism—that Americanism 
which is a system based on a principle of 
utter antagonism to monarchism, whether 
represented by emperor, king, potentate 
or pope. 

4 IT IS A PROTESTANT ORGANI¬ 
ZATION. Membership is restricted to 
those who accept the tenets of true Chris¬ 
tianity, which is essentially Protestant. 
We maintain and contend that it is the in¬ 
alienable right of Protestants to have their 
own distinctive organization. We can say 
to the world without apology, and say 
truly, that our forefathers founded this as 
a Protestant country and that it is our 
purpose to re-establish and maintain it as 
such. While we will energetically main¬ 
tain and proclaim the principles of Protes¬ 
tantism, we will also maintain the prin¬ 
ciples of religious liberty as essential to 
the life and progress of this nation, and 
we will vigorously oppose all efforts to 
rob the American people of this right. 

II. RACIAL IDEALS 

1. WE STAND FOR WHITE SU¬ 
PREMACY. Distinction among the races 
is not accidental but designed. This is 
clearly brought out in the one Book that 
tells authoritatively of the origin of the 
races. This distinction is not incidental, 
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but is of the vastest import and indicates 
the wisdom of the divine mind. It is not 
temporary but is as abiding as the ages 
that have not yet ceased to roll. The su¬ 
premacy of the White Race must be main¬ 
tained, or be overwhelmed by the rising 
tide of color. 

2. WE MUST KEEP THIS A WHITE 
MAN'S COUNTRY. Only by doing this 
can we be faithful to the foundations laid 
by our forefathers. 

a. This Republic was established by 
White Men. 

b. It was established for White Men. 

c. Our forefathers never intended that 
it should fall into the hands of an inferior 
race. 

d. Every effort to wrest from White 
Men the management of its affairs in 
order to transfer it to the control of blacks 
or any other color, or to permit them to 
share in its control, is. an invasion of our 
sacred constitutional prerogatives and a 
violation of divinely established laws. 
Every effort to wrest from the White Man 
the control of this country must be re¬ 
sisted. No person of the White Race can 
submit to such efforts without shame. One 
of the sad facts in American political life 
is the readiness of so many politicians to 
sell their noble white birthright for a mess 
of black pottage. They would betray their 
race in order to win a few black votes. 

e. We would not rob the colored popu¬ 
lation of their rights, but we demand that 
they respect the rights of the White Race 
in whose country they are permitted to 
reside. When it comes to the point that 
they cannot and will not recognize and re¬ 
spect those rights, they must be reminded 
that this is a White Man’s country, so that 
they will seek for themselves a country 
more agreeable to their tastes ad aspi¬ 
rations. 

f. Purity of the White blood must be 
maintained. One of the crying evils of the 
times is the mixture of white blood with 
that of Negro. This evil has gone on since 
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Colonial days until perhaps more than half 
of the Negroes in the United States have 
some degree of white blood flowing in 
their veins. This condition is not only 
biologically disastrous but is giving rise to 
grave social problems. Mulatto leaders 
who, under present social conditions, are 
forced to remain members of the negro 
group and who aspire to white association 
because of their white blood are boldly 
preaching racial equality in all of its 
phases. The guilt for this state of affairs 
rests upon those members of the White 
Race who for a moment of sexual pleasure 
have betrayed their own kind and bartered 
their, own blood. It has become necessary 
to devise some means for the preservation 
of the white blood in its purity, because, 
despite prohibitive laws, racial intermix¬ 
ture is continuing and the problem of 
mixed blood is becoming more and more 
acute. 

III. CITIZENSHIP IDEALS 

1. Development of the highest standard 
of citizenship. We ourselves must come to 
know what it means to be citizens of the 
foremost nation in all the earth. We need 
to have knowledge of the privileges and 
responsibilities and glories of our citizen¬ 
ship. And we need to be under the neces¬ 
sity of exercising our citizenship intelli¬ 
gently. We must learn and practice these 
things in order that we may teach them 
to others. 

2. Rightful use of the ballot. Thank 
God, the day of partisan politics is past. 
Time was when parties stood for great 
principles. But today the difference be¬ 
tween them is that of "tweedledum and 
tweedledee.” One of the parties must be 
induced to champion great fundamental 
American principles that will hasten the 
development of our country, or else a new 
party must come into being. As the mat¬ 
ter now stands we must cast our ballots 
for the right as it is most nearly repre¬ 
sented and championed by men regardless 
of party. 

3. We stand for the enforcement of law 
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by the regularly constituted authorities. 
This order does not take the law into its 
own hands and will not tolerate acts of 
lawlessness on the part of its members. 
Any man of any color or creed who charges 
the Ku Klux Klan with being an organ¬ 
ization which foster and perpetrates acts 
of lawlessness and deeds of violence is 
either wilfully blind or is a malicious, 
slandering, lying fool who, because of some 
inborn prejudice, seeks to destroy an or¬ 
ganization that is lawabiding, and that 
demands the enforcement of laws by those 
who have been duly elected to office. We 
are within our rights as American citi¬ 
zens when we demand of men who are put 
in office of trust that they shall faithfully 
perform the duties of their offices. It is 
quite evident that those who oppose us on 
this principle do not want the laws of our 
country enforced, and are seeking to cover 
their anarchistic spirit by impugning our 
motives and imputing criminality to us. 

IV. PATRIOTIC IDEALS 

The men of this Order stand for the 
purest and most practical type of patriot¬ 
ism toward our great and glorious coun¬ 
try. 

1. We take our stand upon the Declara¬ 
tion of Independence as the basis of popu¬ 
lar government. This document denies 
the dogma of despots, the kings rule by 
divine right. It asserts that governments 
derive their just powers from the consent 
of the governed. It solemnly affirms the 
right of the American people to govern 
themselves as a free and independent na¬ 
tion—independent of all outside sovereign¬ 
ty and control. 

2. We believe in upholding the Consti¬ 
tution of the United States. This docu¬ 
ment reduces to practice the precepts of 
the Declaration and must be recognized as 
the supreme law of the land. It guarantees 
that liberty which must be cherished as 
the precious heritage of the American 
people. It establishes the freedom of in¬ 
stitutions dear to the American heart. It 
guarantees religious liberty, freedom of 
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speech and of press, and all the rights that 
pertain to the people who constitute this 
nation. It depicts ideals and defines insti¬ 
tutions that must be made real and kept 
secure. The Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
are sworn by a solemn oath to uphold and 
defend this immortal Constitution. 

3. Allegiance. We teach that the citi¬ 
zen's first ad highest allegiance is to the 
Government of the United States. No 
other government, potentate, or person of 
any kind shall share in this allegiance. We 
maintain that a divided allegiance means 
no allegiance. There can be no half Ameri¬ 
can, and any sort of hyphen absolutely 
makes impossible any kind of loyalty to 
the American government, its ideals and 
institutions. 

4. We stand for the American flag 
against enemies without and within. We 
emphasize devotion to the flag of our 
country as the ensign of our American 
nationality and the emblem of our nation¬ 
al honor. A man stands wholly for the 
Stars and Stripes or else to him his coun¬ 
try’s flag is only a dirty rag. We insist 
that no flag shall fly above our flag, and 
that no flag shall float by its side. 

5. Neither domestic traitors nor for¬ 
eign foes of any kind shall be permitted to 
destroy this nation. 

6. None shall be allowed to circumscribe 
the influence and hinder the progress of 
American institutions on this continent. 
And this involves the welfare and develop¬ 
ment of the public school system. Tq those 
who seek to undermine or destroy this 
American institution we say, “hands off,” 
and we will defend this institution against 
every enemy, whether it be political or 
ecclesiastical. 

V. CHRISTIAN IDEALS 

1. We magnify the Bible—as the basis 
of our Constitution, the foundation of our 
government, the source of our laws, the 
sheet-anchor of our liberties, the most 
practical guide of right living, and the 
source of all true wisdom. 
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2. We teach the worship of God. For we 
have in mind the divine command, “That 
shalt worship the Lord thy God.” 

3. We honor the Christ, as the Klans- 
man's only criterion of character . And we 
seek at His hands that cleansing' from sin 
and impurity, which only He can give. 

4. We believe that the highest expres¬ 
sion of life is in service and in sacrifice for 
that which is right; that selfishness can 
have no place in a true Klansman's life 
and character; but that he must be moved 
by unselfish motives, such as character¬ 
ized our Lord the Christ and moved Him 
to. the highest service and the supreme 
sacrifice for that which was right. 

I have but suggested here a few of the 
many ideals of the Ku Klux Klan. Let us 
seek to make these real in our life and 
practice so that we may become bright, 
true Klansmen, and be ready for other 
ideals and principles as they shall be pre¬ 
sented from time to time.

(Juderian, who was Hitler's i-lbcf 
of StalT fret il 15)12. That makes it interest itiK- Uut 
the fact that it whs prepared at the reuuest of the 
t<»p brass at the Pentagon, makes il more interest¬ 
ing. The fact that it was kept secret from all but 
the inner circle lit the Pentagon, and that Heneml I 
(jeorge l*. Marshall was. apparently, all-out in f 
or nf it, makes it important. Now. (icnenil 
shall being in a position where lie can issue orders 
to every person in the armed forces of the United 








States; perhaps mentally infirm, end evidently dom¬ 
inated by a Jewess Ion? suspected of being connec¬ 
ted with Communist fronts, makss a situation that 
is both serious and urgent. Somebody with access 
to the center of intrigue, must have thought it se¬ 
rious enough to justify stretching his, or her, neck 
out as far, or farther, than Tyler Kent stretched 
his, when he tried to warn Congress of the under¬ 
cover plotting of Roosevelt and Churchill. 

Mr. Werdel, in response to questioning, refused 
to identify the people who gave him information, 
and his words merit quotation: ",.. until I believe 
this Congress is ready to give such men the Con¬ 
gressional Medal of Honor, I am not going to be 
dentifying."

Jessie W. Jenkins started to 
organize the National Patrick Henry Organization, Inc., ^ 
to fight Communism. Since that time the writings of 3 ~ 
Mrs* Jenkins reflect that she has become anti-Jewieh, ~ 
anti-Masonic and anti-Negro as well as anti-Comauni 9 1. 

This report further refleots that Mrs. Jenkins Is known ^ 
locally as being peculiar and eccentric. The captioned i 
organization is local in nature, has no officers and only <i 
a few people attend Its meetings. 32 

Information received subsequent to the above- * ^ 
mentioned reports does not Indicate any change In the 
character of the Rational Patrick Henry Organization, Inc., 
and it is still largely the personal vehicle of Mrs. Jenkins.
